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No more 'wishy-washy' 
decisions says councillor 


ACCOUNTABILITY and positive decision making 
were key factors in a decision by Weymouth and Port¬ 
land councillors to recommend a change in the way the 
council is run. 

Members of the management committee voted five to 
three in favour of proposals to change the current 
arrangement to a strong leadership and cabinet style of 
working. 

The move would see an appointed leader of the coun¬ 
cil, chosen from the majority political party, taking the 
big decisions, with members from that party taking con¬ 
trol of the various committees. 

It would create a similar system to that seen in general 
elections, whereby a main political party would be in

complete control of all major decisions affecting the bor¬ 
ough during their four years in power. 

Chairman of the management committee, Councillor 
Mike Goodman said in the current system meant that de¬ 
cisions tended to get watered down during the commit¬ 
tee process. 

“If we as a council want to make fundamental changes 
that we believe improve life in Weymouth and Portland 
we are constantly held back by the committee structure,” 
he said. 

“You only have to have a person off sick and the deci¬ 


sion goes the wrong way. 

“The public, through the ballot box, can then say ‘no 
don’t like that and off you go’ or say Tike a bit more of 
that’ and keep the party in place. 

“I think that the public, certainly the ones who talk to 
me on the doorstep, want a bit more positive leadership. 
They say they want to see someone stand up and take 
charge. 

“At the moment there’s a strong feeling no matter who 
you vote for, you get wishy-washy outcomes. The ma¬ 
jority wanted to go and redevelop the Pavilion, and then 
it got wishy-washy and the project floundered.” 

The proposed scheme would make the governing 
group more accountable whilst allowing the big deci¬ 
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sions affecting the borough to be made and imple¬ 
mented. 

County and borough Councillor Howard Legg voiced 
concern about the propsals, highlighting the recent de¬ 
cision by Dorset County Council, which runs a strong 
leadership scheme, to ignore objections and close the 
women’s refuge. 

Comparing the proposed new system with a dictator¬ 
ship, Councillor Legg said: “Strong leadership is very 
good at the beginning, but goes off at the end. 

“DCC voted for a strong leadership and since then I’ve 
felt like a eunuch. No wonder that when something 
comes up for debate, it goes for what the leader wants. 
I don’t want an officer led borough.” 

The decision will be voted on by the full council later 
this month and, depending on the outcome, go to public 
consultation.

Maybe do 
some business management to do my own business one 
day. 

■ HOW did it feel to win the apprentice of the 
year? 

Really proud. I’ve been working really hard here with 
Nic (owner Nikki Davies) and to be acknowledged for 
doing something really well is brilliant. I go to Yeovil 
College s I didn’t expect us to win, so it was a really nice 
surprise in the end. 

■ WHAT was the last film you watched? 

Evil Dead. It’s a really cheesy film and makes me laugh. 
It’s really old. 

■ WHICH three people from throughout history 
would you invite down the pub? 

Genghis Khan because he’s quite a good warrior. Isam- 
bard Kingdom Brunei because I used to be really into 



bridges at school and went to see a couple of them. And 
Real Madrid’s Kaka. He’s a phenomenal football player, 
unbelievable the way he conducts himself in his person¬ 
nel life as well. He’s a real ambassador for football. 

■ WHICH football team do you support? 

Manchester United. Through my younger years I picked 
one team and continued. I grew up knowing they were 
the best and tagged along and it grew into a hobby for 
me. 
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■ WHICH is you favourite band? 

Enter Shikari. They bring a lot of different vibes and 
beats into the music, but mix it up with having brilliant 
lyrics and a lot of noise. Jonny Sniper is my favourite 
song, every time I listen to it I get a good feeling and I 
really enjoy the lyrics as well. 

■ WHERE would you most like to go in the 
world? 

I’m planning on going travelling in the next couple of 
years, probably around Europe to see Holland and Ger¬ 
many. I’ve actually got a few friends from places like 
that. I’d like to se how different it is there; their culture 
is very different and it is something I want to experience. 

■ IF you won the lottery, which three things 
would you buy first? 

A house in America because it’s so different from Eng¬ 
land. They speak the same language but are so different 
and the culture is so different in such places as New York. 
I’d like to end up in New York or London one day. 

Then I’d buy a new yacht so I could sail it anywhere and 
everywhere.

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Mixed feelings over 
transport shake-up 


CONTRADICTING opin¬ 
ions were voiced by resi¬ 
dents during an exhibition 
of the final plans for a £20 
million transport shake up 
of Weymouth’s town cen¬ 
tre. 

The project, which sees 
20 years of funding 
ploughed into the borough 
in under two years, could 
begin by early next year 
and should make travelling 
through the town centre 
quicker and easier. 

However, some residents 
of the Park District area 
were concerned the im¬ 
provements, which include 
the closure of Queen Street 
to motorists, will increase 
journey times.

If approved by the De¬ 
partment of Transport, 
who are funding 90 per 
cent of the project, work 
will also cause Boot Hill 
to be closed next autumn 
and the one-way system in 
King Street would be closed 
for seven months in 2011. 

Waterside Weymouth 
Community Forum chair¬ 
man and Park District res¬ 
ident, Ken Whatley said 
he thought the improve¬ 
ments would be a total and 
utter nightmare. 

“I’ve heard it’s good for 
the people, but residents, 


like me who live here 52 
weeks a year, and not just 
for the Olympics, are 
going to be inconve¬ 
nienced,” he said. 

Chairman of Melcombe, 
Town Centre and Park 
District’s PACT echoed 
the sentiments, adding that 
residents living in the Park 
District area would be fac¬ 
ing a tripling journey 
times. 

A survey by the county 
council in July 2007 
showed the flow of traffic 
during a 12-hour period 
into Queen Street was 


about 300 and the flow out 
2,400, while the two-way 
flow on King Street was 
about 13,500 vehicles. 

However, not all resi¬ 
dents see the project as 
being detrimental to their 
lives. Pam and Dennis 
Rossiter, from Dorchester 
Road, said they believed 
the plans, which include a 
new traffic light system, 
would work better. 

“I think it will work,” 
said Mrs Rossiter, adding 
“I’m glad they’ll get rid of 
the roundabouts and put in 
traffic lights, which we had 
years ago and work better. 
It’s got to be an improve¬ 
ment.” 

The three main aims of 


the project are: reducing 
congestion in the town 
centre especially King 
Street and Boot Hill; im¬ 
proving the quality of pub¬ 
lic transport; and turning 
the train station into an in¬ 
terchange, allowing bus 
access. 

Project manager Chris 
Mercer said he felt the 
plans would be a massive 
improvement on the cur¬ 
rent system and would 
make a huge difference to 
people travelling through 
the town centre.

Convicts paying back for their 
crimes scheme hailed a success 


A SCHEME to make convicts pay 
back the community for their crimes 
has been hailed a success. 

Over the past year Dorset Commu¬ 
nity Payback Unit has supervised of¬ 
fenders and delivered 85000 hours of 
work - equivalent to over half a mil¬ 
lion pounds of paid work. 

An Unpaid Work Requirement of 
between 40 and 300 hours can be 
added to a Community Order, which 
is a legal requirement. 

Whilst subject to such an order, 
good behaviour, punctuality and hard 


work are ensured by experienced Su¬ 
pervisors. 

Discipline is firm but fair. Unac¬ 
ceptable behaviour and failure to at¬ 
tend results in robust breach action 
being taken by the Offender Man¬ 
ager with the matter being returned 
and dealt with by the Court. 

Mike Thomas Unit Manager from 
the Community Payback Unit said: 
“We are not looking to undertake 
work which would normally be done 
by paid employees but within the 
health and safety guidelines wel¬ 


come and encourage communities to 
take this opportunity to identify work 
that they would like to see done and 
nominate their projects by contacting 
the Dorset Probation Community 
Payback Unit.

Information centre could

WEYMOUTH’S Tourist Informa¬ 
tion Centre could be closed and al¬ 
ternative ways of providing the 
service sought as the council comes 
under pressure to plug a £1.4 million 
shortfall in funding.

Councillor Peter Chapman said 
there was still a “stock of factors” to 
be looked at before a decision could 
be made with other possible meas¬ 
ures to curb the financial deficit 
being looked at. 

“It’s about efficiency first and cuts 
last,” he said. 


“It gives another commercial op¬ 
portunity for the building. The Pavil¬ 
ion Theatre Group want to move the 
TIC to the Pavilion and make it more 
commercially sound. Beyond that it’s 
hard to be precise. Many things need 
to looked at. It’s a question of doing 
it intelligently.” 

The next step in the process will 
see the proposals go to the December 
policy and scrutiny committee meet¬ 
ing and then to full council in Febru¬ 
ary.

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Young people sought for 
adventure of a 


Y OUNG adventurers are being sought for the journey 
of a lifetime to India in 2010. 

Leading Edge Expeditions with be taking a month long 
expedition to the Moonlands of Ladakh next summer. 

It will be led by John Hegarty, the vice-principal of 
Weymouth’s Budmouth Technology College, who has 
led more than 50 expeditions including ventures to Bo¬ 
livia, Canada, China, Ecuador, France, Iceland, India, 
Peru, Thailand and the United States. 

Mr Hegarty said: “The expedition will give young peo¬ 
ple an opportunity to white water raft, trek across the 
Moonlands of the Tibetan Plateau, mountain bike several 
high altitude routes to the Chinese border and complete 
a crossing of the Greater Himalaya. 

“After flying in to New Delhi we will be moving on to 
the region of Ladakh, the highest and driest inhabited 
place on earth. 

“Bordering China, Pakistan, and Afghanistan the area 
is unique for its isolation and harsh environment. 

“The whole area is cut off for eight months of every 
year as glaciers and avalanches descend to cut all road 
communications. The vast ranges are called ‘Moonlands’ 
after NASA used the area to train its moon landing as¬ 
tronauts.” 

On arrival at 12,000ft the expedition team will start 
high altitude training followed by a white water rafting 
descent of the Indus River. 

Mr Hegarty said: “The melt waters of high glaciers pro¬ 
vide exciting and fast moving rapids and we will make 
our journey through desert and canyons. 

“The team will also undertake several days of strenu¬ 
ous mountain biking in the Zanskar Mountains. 

“This is world class biking with some phenomenal de¬ 
scents providing an ideal way to see the most dramatic 
of landscapes. 

“Following this we will trek across the spectacular 
passes of the Zanskar region meeting Tibetans in their 
villages. Trekking is again of world class standard and 
will provide a strenuous challenge for the group.” 

On returning to Leh the expedition team will undertake 
one of the most arduous of road journeys across two 
chains of the Himalayas. This involves a three-day drive 
to Manali in Himachal Pradesh and on to New Delhi. 
Here they will have some days to explore the capital of 
the Raj. 

Mr Hegarty said: “Going on expedition is a life-chang-

Alcohol advice for students 


PUPILS throughout Weymouth 
and Portland will be taking part in 
an award winning initiative aimed 
at educating young people about 
alcohol awareness and the risks 
associated with binge drinking. 

Now in its third year, the project 
Blitz provides a series of one-day 
roadshows during November and 
December at secondary schools 
with the aim of tackling alcohol 
related crime and anti-social be¬ 
haviour. 

Co-ordinated by the Safe 
Schools and Communities Team, 


the project provides a fun learning 
experience for Year 9 pupils who 
can benefit from alcohol, fire and 
anti-social behaviour workshops. 

It is a partnership project be¬ 
tween Dorset County Council, 
Dorset Police, Dorset Fire and 
Rescue Service, Shadows, NHS 
Dorset and Solomon Associates, 
Each event starts with a lively the¬ 
atre performance called ‘Last Or¬ 
ders’, demonstrating the effects of 
alcohol. 

Pupils take part in interactive ac¬ 
tivities designed to inform them 


about personal safety, the law, 
peer pressure and sexual health in 
relation to their vulnerability 
under the influence of drugs and 
alcohol.

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Plans resubmitted for 
Portland bio fuel plant 


CONTROVERSIAL plans for the con¬ 
struction of a “green energy” plant on 
Portland have been resubmitted despite 
protests from campaigners. 

The application by W4BRE Limited En¬ 
ergy for a plant adjoining Balaclava Bay 
has been revised after Weymouth and 
Portland Borough Council planning com¬ 
mittee turned down the first plans. 

The revised plans include a shortening 
of the emission stacks from 13 metres to 
10 and reducing the number from 10 to 
just three after they were highlighted as a 
reason for concern. 

The revised plans also show the admin¬ 
istrative building and tank bunds would be 
clad in Portland stone to blend with the 
landscape and the boundary of the plant 
be moved 45 metres away from a listed 
building. 

A packed and passionate Portland Com¬ 
munity Partnership meeting heard from 
W4BRE representative Richard Gudgeon 
about the revised plans and posed ques¬ 
tions. 

Mr Gudgeon assured the meeting that 
many of the 22 jobs created at the plant 
would be filled by local residents, and

even suggested an apprenticeship scheme 
for Portland’s youngsters could be initi¬ 
ated. 

Previously campaigners had blasted the 
palm oil bio-fuel plant as “obscene” and 
highlighted the harmful effects particles 
and nitrogen oxide emitted as waste from 
the plant could have on islanders. 

A spokesman for London-based organi¬ 
sation Food Not Fuel, Zenith Millner, who 
is hoping to give a talk on the harmful af¬ 
fects of such plants at the next PCP meet¬ 
ing, called for an open consultation with 
residents. 

The meeting heard that W4BRE would 
be looking at changing to jatropha plants 
in the future, and then to algae in five to 
10 years. 

The £35million plant could potentially 
create enough electricity to power 9,000 
out of Weymouth and Portland’s 30,000 
homes every year. 

The planning application is due to go be¬ 
fore WPBC’s planning and traffic com¬ 
mittee meeting on December 9 th

Dorset County Council 
wants to hear what resi¬ 
dents think about the 
Marsh Route footway and 
cycleway and they will 
spend the next ten days 
collecting views up to No¬ 
vember 20th. 

The Marsh Route will 
use the northern verge of 
Chickerell Road and fol¬ 
low the existing pedestrian 
route through the Marsh 
recreational area to join up 
with the Rodwell Trail at 
Newstead Road. 

It will give cyclists a safe 
route away from traffic 
and also includes im¬ 
proved crossing points on 


Chickerell Road and Ab- 
botsbury Road. 

Feedback forms and out¬ 
line plans of the route are 
available at Weymouth Li¬ 
brary, Chickerell Library, 
Chickerell Town Council 
and Weymouth Swimming 
Pool. 

County council project 
manager George Heron 
said: “This route will be 
hugely beneficial for a 
large proportion of the res¬ 
idential area.

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No, to election changes 

COUNCILLORS have voted against cost-cutting 
measure that would change the way they are 
elected. 

Members of the Management Committee rec¬ 
ommended refusal of the proposal to change 
the voting process to an All Out Election system 
from 2011. 

In the current system a third of the 36 members 
are voted onto the council each year for three 
out of four years. 

The move would save the council an estimated 
£120,700 over the next six years. The full council 
is due to vote on the matter later this month.

PLANS to create bring public art in the borough 
have taken a step forward after Weymouth and 
Portland Council management committee de¬ 
cided to recommend the proposals 
The plans will now go to full council and, if

AS I SEE IT...

Nearly there! 

T ravelling home after leaving our friends, we 
had to make a ferry crossing.

Toilets in Littlemoor, Southill, Southwell, Wyke Regis 
and Church Ope Cove look likely to close and be sub¬ 
jected to a 12-month disposal period whereby it is hoped 
a third party would take over the running of the facilities. 

The five proposed closures follow confirmation that the 
Chapelhay Steps facilities will close once other public toi¬ 
lets in the area are brought up to modern standards. 

Members of Weymouth and Portland’s management 
committee recommended proposals to close five toilets 
in the borough and move financial responsibility of five 
more over to the to car-parking budgets. 

It is hoped the move will help plug a £640,000 capital 
programme shortfall and free up around £12,000 funding 
for other areas. 

However, councillors had previously voiced concern at 
a Scrutiny and Policy Committee about the the closure 
of more toilets, fearing it would create increased incidents 
of public urination. 

Chair of the SPC, Alison Reed said: “The fact is we can¬ 
not maintain the toilets. What this is doing is trying to 
minimise the costs to us. Disgraceful or not, we cannot 
afford to keep them open the way we want to. 

During the Management Committee meeting Councillor 
Brendan Webster said: “Instead of saying we’ll give it up 
because it’s too difficult, we should encourage people to 
supply toilets for their patrons.” 

The idea was echoed by Councillor Christine James 
who said there were enough pubs and cafes in town that 
people could use, but highlighted the extra costs to shop 
owners could be restrict such measures. 

At the same meeting Councillor Tim Munro suggested 
the council could also look at charging for people to use 
toilets, and that it could be something cafes and pubs 
could look into themselves. 

Gary Hedges, WPBC’s Recycling and Waste officer - 
the department which looks after toilets - confirmed the 
toilets would be closed for money saving reasons. 

“I cannot see any other reason to close the toilets. It’s 
always good to try and keep things open,” he said. “The 
idea is to close the toilets and make the others a higher 
quality.”

WHAT a hectic week for Bob Buckler's stable with twelve 
runners in six days. Six of them finished in the frame includ¬ 
ing John's Gift who beat a good field in the last race at Win- 
canton on Saturday. 

The five-year-old in only his fourth race beat Alan King's 
Pride in Battle and Paul Nicholls'odds-on favourite Valen¬ 
tine Vic, both strongly fancied by their trainers to take the 
bumper over two miles. 

Handily placed just behind the front two from the start, 
Nathan Sweeney drove the 9/1 shot to the front 3 furlongs 
out and he held on to win by % length. 

"That was a very good bumper field run at a good, strong 
pace and his winning time was 20 seconds faster than last 
year which gives you some indication,"said Buckler. 

"He confirmed the promise he showed at Sandown last 
year and I am sure will go on to make a very good chaser." 

There was mixed fortunes for Buckler's two other horses 
on the same card. 

Irish Grand National winner Niche Market ran a good 
race in finishing eighth behind Dorset trainer Nick 
Mitchell's Ellerslie George in the Badger Ales trophy over 3 
miles 1 furlong. 

"He ran a super race. Wincanton is a very fast course any¬ 
way and they went at a fair pace over a shorter distance," 
said Buckler. 

"He jumped well on atrackthatis not quite right for him, 
so I am not disappointed. It will sharpen him up for the 
Hennessy Gold Cup at Newbury where the track will be 
much more to his liking." 

The form did not put punters off with Corals slashing his 
price from 40/1 to 25/1 following the race. 

Whilst Mrs Overall finished last of the pack in theTotepla- 
cepot E.b.f. 'national Hunt' Novices' Hurdle qualifier, it was 
a Class 3 race and much higher company than she is used 
to and her first run over hurdles. 

"She ran a bit green to start with but jumped well down 
the back straight before tiring as they picked up the pace. 
She will have another couple of hurdle races soon before 
holding her back until the spring as she doesn't like heavy 
ground." 

It was almost a full house at Sandown on Saturday with 
a Buckler horse in five of the seven races with three good 
results. 

For both River Indus and Double Dizzy it was a chance 
to race where they like to be - at the front. Both suffered 
disappointment last time out when their respective jock¬ 
eys failed to ride to orders and as a consequence neither 
featured. 

River Indus under Will Kennedy tracked leader Runshan 
in the Class 3 Blue Square Handicap Chase before taking 
the lead three out as the leader weakened. However he 
was joined by Any Currency who finally got the better of 
him to win by six lengths. 

Harry Skelton employed similar tactics on Double Dizzy, 
who showed some of last years form when after matching 
Cossack Dancer early on at the front, battled out the finish 
but just couldn't match Nudge and Nurdle who beat him 
by 1 % lengths in the Class 3 Bet At Bluesquare.com Hand¬ 
icap Chase. 

Mister Matt had stiff opposition in the Mick Core 50th 
Birthday Beginners'Chase over 2 miles in the form of Philip 
Hobbs'Calusa Crystal and Crack Away Jack who was fourth 
in the Smurfit Champion Hurdle last March. 

Despite the fact that both of them were having their first 
race over fences Buckler realised his charge was the rank 
outsider, and needed a plan to try and out wit them Con¬ 
sequently Will Kennedy set off at a fast pace in the hope 
that they would follow and perhaps make errors. Unfortu¬ 
nately they didn't follow and it was Buckler's horse trying 
to stretch his lead overjumped the third fence which un¬ 
nerved him. It may be that he strained himself as well as 
he tended to jump left after that and the others eventually 
overhauled him. 

Sean Thornton disappointed after a good debut at Ex¬ 
eter when he was tailed off in the bumper. 

"He ran too freely early on and I think he wasn't as fit as I 
expected. He hasn't been in the yard long and I may have 
over estimated his fitness as he weakened as he came into 
the straight. However the race would have been useful and 
he will come on for the run" 

Fixed Interest was also disappointing in finishing sixth in 
his race. "He was also far too keen early on and then when 
he settled he was too relaxed. As a result he was done for 
speed but will come on for it." 

Clyffe Hanger looked like he might have got Buckler's 
hectic period off to a winning start at Exeter last Tuesday 
but he Most his impetus when hitting the eigth hurdle and 
although he got back into the race and looked to have se¬ 
cured second place but was beaten a nose by the fast fin¬ 
ishing Nemetan. 

"He ran a super race and deserved to win," said Buckler 
who has entered him to run again at Exeter yesterday. 

Mizzurka should have done better at Chepstow the fol¬ 
lowing day in finishing fourth, but having missed the 
break, Nathan Sweeney got caught behind fading horse 
and although he came with a superb late run he was 
beaten a neck and a neck for second place. 

"The way he finished shows he has loads of ability,"added 
Buckler.

MALCOLM Curtis 
today urged anyone 
interested in taking 
over Weymouth 
Football Club not to 
contact him. 

The former chair¬ 
man revealed he has 
been 'inundated'with 
calls about the future 
of the ailing Blue 
Square South outfit. 

With the club set to 
enter administration 
today, Curtis is set to 
become the Terras 
biggest creditor with 
Malcolm Curtis outstanding loans of 



more than £220,000. 

He is also a director in the company that owns 
the land surrounding the View From Stadium - it 
was transferred to Wessex Delivery LLP for 
£500,000 during his reign as chairman. 

Despite current Weymouth director, Paul Cocks, 
having publicly asked interested parties to get in 
touch with him, Curtis claims he has had a num¬ 
ber of approaches from people wanting to find 
out more about the Terras financial situation. 

Speaking exclusively to View From Weymouth, 
Curtis said: "To be honest I'm fed up with my 
phone ringing. Mr Cocks has advertised that inter¬ 
ested parties should contact him for more infor¬ 
mation, but they also seem to want to talk to me. 

"I guess that's because they know the situation 
the club is in and are perhaps trying to gather 
more information about the finances - things like 
the money I'm owed and the potential for a new 
stadium. 

"Although I can understand that, I would advise 
that people talk to the club first." 

Among those who have contacted Curtis in re¬ 
cent days are representatives of consortiums 
based in London, the Channel Islands and Bristol.

"There have been a lot of calls,"he added, "but 
these have been the most serious, the most in- 
depth of the lot. 

"In each case, the people concerned have been 
interested in my position as potentially the club's 
biggest creditor and what my thoughts are on the 
future in terms of the land and the vision for a new 
stadium. 

"In each case I have helped as much as I can and 
then advised that they get in touch with the club 
direct. Whether they have or not I don't know. 

"If they are serious then today (Wednesday) is 
the deadline and so I assume they would have 
done by now." 

After the View From Weymouth revealed inter¬ 
est from a group of five Channel island business¬ 
men in last week's edition, directors of the club 
voiced scepticism about the authenticity of the 
quintet. 

But Curtis today confirmed he has spoken to the 


group and sees no reason to doubt their exis¬ 
tence. 

"I have spoken to their representative a couple 
of times", he added,"And they seem like a football 
loving group of genuine people, all of whom are 
very successful in business. 

"I thinkthey realise they can get the club cheaply 
via the administrator if it came to it. What they 
seemed to want to know more about is deals, 
loans and stadium plans beyond that. 

"I told them what I could, like the others who 
have been in touch. Whether they reveal their 
hand remains to be seen. 

"There have been accusations of me inventing 
the guys from the Channel Islands as a delaying 
tactic and such. Quite frankly people can think 
and believe what they like. 

"What's important is that someone comes in and 
saves the club quickly. Be them from the Channel 
Islands, Bristol, Weymouth or Mars - does it really 
make any difference?" 

When contacted by View From Weymouth yes¬ 
terday, the spokesman representing the Channel 
Island'Five'said it was'unlikely'they'd be pursuing 
their interest in the club. 
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
